Cars and Ability of
Their Driv-
ers.

Paraphrasing the saying that A1l
coons. look alike,” to the eys of the
average automobila buyer, “all auto-
mobiles look alike! How 1o choosa so
a5 tp get the baest value for the pur-
posa and for the money at his com-
mand is tha questlon uppermost i
the mind of the buyer, The exparience
of others and the knowledge that ls
gained by newspaper acounts af the
performances of the different mnkes of
cars I8 what he has to rely upon In
making his purchase.

A reljabillty run, or endurance run,
as It ls sometimes ecalled, is the best
test to which a car may be put. Speed
{s not to bo considered as an essential
at al] in such a test. In fact, speed
is distinctly discountenanced, a8 may
he judged by the fact that contr 1 #ta-

tions are established on the courss of
the run, by which a contestant may
not pass under a stated and glven tima
without penalty to himeelf and his
gcore,  Taking into conslderation tha
character of the road, and the average
miles per hour to be attalned as speed;
the time of arrival at any <¢ontrol ia
arranged beforehand, apd a, scheduls
made up giving the contestants a time
table by which they may be guided.
angd so avoid excessive spead.

To show how strict the rules of ths
contest board are, the following ruls
might he quoted, under the head: of
“Road Regulations™:

“i87. Any car whose owner or
driver sh.1l be arrested for a viola-
tion of speed laws, or of any law. or
ordinance, may be disqualified or ‘penp.:
lized at the dlseretlon of the referee,

end Hogs Disgonlified.

Another rule provides that nny en=
trant or his representative who shall
fall to observe all local ordinances o
rules of the road, or who falls to
show proper respect for the rights ot
other users of the publc highways,
shall be subject to penalization or dls-

auallfication, In this, as in all other
matters pertaining to the conduct ot
cars on the road, any phserver on

any car may report infraction of Tules
by any contestant, reporting the sama
at the end of the day's run. In other
words, sveryhody witches evaryhady
elsa. It will be seen from the fore-
moing that an endurance run is in no
sensp A race.  Should & contestant ar-
rlap at one of the control statlons ba
fore his scheduled time he 1§ obliged,
under penalty, to  wait outaide  the
control statlon untll such time as he'is
soheduled to pass this point, and dur-
ing all thiz tlme he must keep tha
motor running, though the car ba at
rodt: to allow the motor to stop would
suhiect him to penalty,
No Freak Cnrx Admitted.
A trellabillty run' is for stoclke cars

only, No freak or spoclally designed
or oonstructed cars are eligible. The

cap, enterad must hear a certaln ratio
to tha total number of ears mAnNu-
factured by that maker annually,
When the entrant names his car he
must at the same time namo his driver,
or drivers, and his officlal reprosanta-
tive, the dutiss of the latter belng ta
proteot the rights of tho entrant, and,
{f necessary, to enter protests, If the
uame are called for. The drlvar may
sorva s ropresaptative it sp doslred,
1f the representitive he named in
addition to the drlver ha shall at ali
timas ride In the cap of the entrant sn
naming him., A sworn statement from
tho manufacturer is on fle ot the offlos
of tha A, A. A, #nd all cars antared
must conform to this desoription, He-
fora the rin all cars are Inspectad by
w taohnloal committee and thelr con-
dition noted, After tha run is over
the samn committes Inspocts thom
wgain, and any defects pr needs of
repilrs noted and the card penalizaa
atcardingly, A olean score moans that
# oar lhas gone through the ron with-
aul tho need of alther Tepilrs or ads
fustments.  Casolana  or o0l or water
miy ba taken on al tho goon or night
controls  without pepalty, “but. ‘musg’
